Despite the odds, U.S. Rep. Harold Washington unexpectedly 
won the Chicago Democratic mayoral primary over the well- 
packaged and heavily financed Mayor Jane Byrne, and Richard 
M. Daley, the hopeful son of the late Mayor Richard J. Daley, who 
heid that post for 21 years. 

With 90 percent of the precincts votes counted Wednesday 
morning Washington had 33 percent or 371,729 votes: Byrne ran” 
close behind with 32.6 percent or 366,870 votes, and Daley trailed 
with 29.3 percent or 330,279 votes. 

Washington's victory is proof that money does not always buy 


.an-election. Byrne, who had been fund raising since beginning 


her first term in 1979 had 9,7 million dollars to sway voters her 
way. Daley's campaign funds totaled nearly five million dollars 
compared to Washington with only $378,000. 

Washington's primary victory was an upset. Political watchers 
considered his victory unlikely for several reasons. Washington's 
meager campaign funds are chump change compared to Byrne's 
fat purse and Daley's funding. 

Byrne's potitical stronghold on the city, especially the affiuent 
white communities, and Daley's apparent claim to fame through 
his father's name, would present a barrier to Washington, so 
thought political speculators. . 

The-fact that Washington is black was considered an ace in 
Byrne's hand, according to reports on her campaign. Byrne 
stooped to racial scare tactics, telling white constituents that 
under black leadership the city will surely crumble. That ploy was _ 
ineffective against Washington, who is currently serving -his- 
second term as U.S. Rep. in ilinois’ 1st District.

Washington, the dark horse, emerged from behind with the 
overwhelming support of the seventeen biack wards, thé His- 
panic community, and low income whites. The black population 
of Chicago, like that of Cleveland, is 40 percent. 

Discontent in the black and Hispanic communities ovér 
Byrne's administrative policies has probably-contributed to her 
primary defeat. A recent study by a doctoral student at the Uni- 
versity of Chicago shows that blacks and Hispanics are underre- 
presented in the city’s workforce, are concentrated in a few social 
service departments and are paid less than their white ounter- 
parts. The average black worker earns $5,000 a year less than the 
average white worker, the study showed. Although the majority 
of Chicago's public schools are overwhelmingly black, Byrne 
replaced two biack schoo! board members with two white women 
who are anti-busing advocates. 

Speculations are that Byrne won the 1979 mayoral election, not 
for her political righteousness, but as the lesser of two evils. 
Michael Bilandic, the mayor preceding Byrne, destroyed himse 
politically by refusing to adequately service black and Hispanic 
communities. ‘cnn -~ — 

Daley, a leader in the early returns Wednesday, counted on 
support from his father's old wards. He bowed out of the race 
gracefully amid shouts of disappointment. ~ 

Byrne's speech to her constituents indicated that Washing- 
ton's mild-victory has not deterred her fighting spirit. The race 
was “too close to.call,” she said. ‘ ; 

Washington, a 25-year veteran of Illinois politics, is touted as 
one-of-the-most-qualified candidates ever to run for mayor of 
Chicago, by virtue of education, experience and training.

Woodson quickly realized that 
not only did many Blacks 


ascribe to this myth, but they - 


were being taught the same in 
the schools, particularly in the 

nation’s colleges which 
according to Or. Waodson 

“encouraged an educational 
Process which inspires and 
stimulates the oppressor with 
the thought that he is every- 
thing and has accomplished 
everything worthwhile.” 

. Recognizing the futility of 
trying to change white atti- 
tudes, Dr. Woodson concen- 
trated his energies toward 
‘Black Youth. He reasoned that 
if people were shown the real 
significance of the Black cul- 
ture and achievements in 
America's History, then the 
attitudes of Blacks would 
change. 

Dr. Woodson has provided 
the forum, itis now our respon- 
sibility to lift up the contribu- 
tions of Black people.

“We are » writing to you on 
behalf of concerned Columbus 
police officers to request a full 
investigation and appropriate 
disciplinary action against 
three police officers who made 
false and derogatory state- 
ments in a recent issue of the 
(Columbus) Dispatch Sunday 
magazine (Jan-23)-concerning 
blacks and women members of 
this department Rear of 
Police). 

“We are also writing to 
express our dismay that as of 
today (Feb. 9), over two weeks 
since the publication of the 
misleading article, no ranking 
white official in either the city 
administration or the Division 
of Potice has publicly and spe- 
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cifically.condemned the racist 
and sexist statements made by 
ranking members of the Div- 
ision in the article. 

“As you~know,-the-officers, 
one of whom was a white Dep- 
uty ‘Chief, quoted in the Dis- 
patch article falsely suggested 
women and biack officers were 
unqualified and implied that 
women and black officers were 
responsible for a decline in the 
reputation of the police

department. Other quotes 
indicated that Division 
employees should and did 
avoid working with women 
officers because female offic- 
ers supposedly could not be 
counted uponinanemergency. 

“The article is undeniably 
false and displays the hiased 


attitude of those associated 


with. The article (and the ques- 


. trons of the interviewed ofiic- 


ers) are an insult to black and 
white members of our Divisicn 
who have demonstrated time 
and time again their courage 
and competence. 
“Conveniently omitted from 
the article was any mention of 
the numerous black and 
women officers who have 
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received departmental com- 
mendations. for their superior 
conduct. 

“Here are a few examples: 
Jane Thompson, the first 
female Columbus police 
officer shot-on duty, who'over- 
Came a serious gunshot wound 
to reach a radio to call for heip 
which saved the lives of other 
officers. Wayne Malone, a 
black officer who was com- 
mended for disarming an 
armed ‘suspect in a hostage 
situation, preventing injury to 
others. Peggy Daniels, 
selected nationally as woman 


police officer-of-the-year 


wherrsherisked her own life by 
running into a-burning house 
to save a child. 

“There are many, many more 
examples of conduct above 
and beyond the call of duty for 
which women and black offic- 
ers have been commended. 

‘It is also untrue that black 
and women officers are 
unqualified'or have been 
responsible for ruining the 
reputation of the Columbus 
Police Department. As you 
know, black and women offic- 
ers must pass the same exami- 
nations, survive the same train- 
ing and serve the’same 
probationary period as all 
other officers. If anything, 
black and women officers, who 
are constantly subjected to the 
racist.and sexist attitude of 
white officers reflected in the 
article, must perform to a 
higher standard or face rejec- 
tion or disciplinary action by 
their overwhelmingly. white 
male supervisors. 

“As to the reputation of the 
Columbus police, the Dispatch 
_ article also left out the fact that 
most of the publicized ‘inci- 
dents which have embarrassed 
panMeck Have wivOlved 
white male officers hired-long 
be ‘ore any federal court had 
ordered an end to the discrimi- 
natory hiring practices of the 
Division. 

“Such highly publicized 
incidents as the recent charges 
of armed robbery against a 
police otter, the past charges 
of indecent exposure by a 
police officer, the arrest of a 
woman for sweeping the 
streets by an officer, the arrest 
of a jogger by an officer, and 
the theft of drugs by an officer, 
all involved white male 
members of the Division of 
Police. 

“These white males were

orders concerning the hiring of 
blacks and women. 

“While we strongly support 
the right of police officers to 
speak out and express their 
views. we do not believe this 
includes the right to malign 
with falsehoods groups of 
officers based on their sex or 
race. Nor, should we tolerate 
officers who openty urge 
deniat of equal employment 
opportunities for women and 
blacks. 

“The statements contained 
in the Dispatch article, espe- 
cially those_of high-ranking 
officers, are in violation of the 


Department's own regulations 
which forbid public statements 
by officers which are false or 
contrary ta law and which dis- 
rupt the effectiveness of the 
department. 

“There can be no doubt that 
the statements contained in 
the Dispatch have severely 
hampered our ability to per- 
form as police officers. 

—In_ the weeks since the arti- 
cle appeared, women and 
black officers-have encoun- 
tered a great deal of hostility, 
abuse and fear from the public 


generated by the article. 


“In some cases. citizens 
whose complaints we re an- 
Swered by women or black 
officers told the officers to call 
the department to have ‘real 
policemen’ sent. 

“In other instances, black 
and women.officers have been 
met with racial slurs or jokes. 
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“In one instance, a traffic 
offender, asked by a black 
officer for his driver's license, 
Suggested to the officer that 
the officer allow the driver to 
read the license for the officer. 
“As you Know, the Dispatch 
article. even. suggested . black 
and women officers were 
illiterate! 

“Our job as police officers is 


difficult enough without the 


added burden of dealing with 
racial and sexual stereotypes 
encouraged by high-ranking 
officers in our department. 
“Because this situation is, in 


“ part, the result of the one-sided 
reporting of.the Dispatch 


(which failed to print or even 
try to get the above facts), we 
are also requesting by copy of 


. this Agtsesithat the Dispatch 


print this letter and a cover 
article of equal fength by an 
impartial reporterin an issue of 
its Sunday magazine within the 
next month, reflecting the 
views of black and women 
Officers. 

“Hopefully, by that time, our 
Mayor, Safety Director and 
Police Chief will be willing to 
take the action necessary to 
end racism and sexism in.our 
department.

An FCC rule prohibits sucha 
‘ransfer without a public hear- 
ng when “the existing licen- 
see s qualifications arein 
Joubt,” the United Church 
2odies hoted- The rule “incor- 
oorates the notion that wrong 
doing should not be condoned 
Ov an easy escape and, furth- 
2rmore, acts as a deterrent to 
‘uture misconduct,” they 


explained. 

By acting without a hearing, 
the FCC helped the fundamen- 
talist organization avoid public 
investigation into alleged use 
of WJAN for fraudulent fund 
raising, the-petition observed. 
Describing the Commission's 
decision as “arbitrary and in 
violation of all requirements of 
administrative procedure," it 
demanded that a public hear- 
ing be held on PTL’s activities. 

The United Church agencies 
also criticized the FCC for 
ignoring a policy, dating from 
passage of the Federal Com- 
munications Act of 1934, that 
local ownership of broadcast- 
ing stations is to be promoted. 
Their petition points out that 
the Livingstone Foundation 
has no base, proggams or 
church affiliates'in Canton. 
“Hence, the transfer mocks 
Statutory and Commission 
emphasis on local involve- 
ment," it charges. 

None of the Commission's 
own requirements for license 
transfer have been met in the 
WJAN-case; the church bodies 
concluded.‘'The Commis- 
sion's action should be recon- 
sidered in order to allay public 
fear that not only the general 
licensing scheme, but recent- 
ly-created policies for minori- 
ties have been undermined,” 
they said.

Guards Troy Taylor and Ron 
Stokes led the Buckeyes’ 
attack against the Hawkeyes 
with 22 and 19 points, respec- 
tively. These two players were 
like “killer bees” stinging the 
Hawkeyes in places where it 
hurt. Their quick defensive 
maneuvers created many 
turnovers. 


Ohio State jumped off to a 
42-31 halftime lead with Taylor 
pumping in 13 points. and Tony 
Campbell caging six field 
goals. When Stokes arrived 
onthe scene at 12:42 in the first 
half, he soon added to the scor- 
ing with four timely field goats 
and one free throw to give the 
Hawkeyes, “the fevor.” 


In the second half, the Buck+ 
eyes continued their torrid 
pace. Greg Stokes kept the 
Hawkeyes in striking distance 
with seven field goals but he 
received little help from his 
comrades. Andre Banks was 
the other Hawkeye to score in 
the double figure in the second 
half when he dumped in 12 
points.

Patients with sickle cell 
anemia are now taking part in 
the second phase of a study 
aimed at relieving some of the 
‘severe effects of that blood 
‘disorder. 

Sickle cell anemia, which 
affects one percent of this 
country's black population, is 
fan inherited disease. said Dr 
Stanley Balcerzak, professor 
of medicine at Ohio State Uni- 
versity Hospitals The dis- 
order's name came from the 
sickle-shaped red blood cells 
which indicate sickle cell 
anemia 

Hemoglobin, the ox ygen- 
carrying portion of these cells 
bond together making the cells 
rigid. Ths rigidity decreases 


the amount of oxygen deli-. 


yvered to the body's tissues. The 


valuable medication for treat- 
ing this disorder, the drug can 
have potentially harmful side 
effects when taken orally or by 
injection, he said. 


In order to treat patients 
safetly with cyanate, Dr. Bal- 
cerzak uses a machine which 
resembles that used for kidney 
dialysis. Blood is drawn from 
the patient, reacts with the 
cyanate, is filtered for excess 
amounts of the drug, and then 
returns to the patient's blood 
vessel, he said
